Yes,  hut  also 
Pine  Manor:  hub  of  a multi- 
tude of  diverse  activities,  ranging 
from  ceremonies,  private  parties 
and  weddings  to  shows,  corporate 
meetings  and  professional  confer- 
ences. And  Pine  Manor:  practice 
venue  for  award-winning  orches- 
tras— the  New  Philharmonia, 
Boston  Baroque  and  the  Handel 
Haydn  Society — as  well  as  for  top 
athletes  like  the  professional  ten- 
nis champions,  who  practice  on 
Pine  Manor's  courts  before  playing 
m the  Longwood  Cricket  Club

New  Theater-in-Residence 

Lyric  West,  celebrating  its  first 
birthday  this  winter,  is  bringing 
professional  theater  to  Boston's 
Metro  West  area.  Founders  Polly 
and  Ron  Ritchell  acted  in,  directed 
and  produced  plays  for  more  than 
24  years  with  Boston's  well- 
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known  Lyric  Stage  theater  compa- 
ny. One  of  their  productions,  A 
Child’s  Christmas  in  Wales  hy 
Dylan  Thomas,  drew  perennial 
devotees  every  holiday  season. 
The  Ritchells,  who  considered 
several  colleges  as  possible  homes 
for  their  new  group,  were  delight- 
ed to  select  Pine  Manor  and  its 
"beautiful  theater."  Ellsworth 
Hall  "is  as  elegant  and  intimate  a 
playing  space  to  he  found  any- 
where in  New  England,  " says  Ron 
Ritchell. 

In  its  first  season  on  campus. 
Lyric  West  chose  Arthur  Miller's 
touching  All  My  Sons  for 
lanuary  and  February,  and 
Alan  Ayckbourn's  hilari- 
ous Intimate  Exchanges, 
for  a two-week  run  start- 
ing May  28.  "Next  year 
we're  planning  three  pro- 
ductions," reports  Polly 
Ritchell.  "We  want  to 
combine  revivals  with 
premieres,  and  we  like 
to  produce  plays  that 
might  otherwise  fall 
through  the  cracks."  The 
Ritchells  are  considering 
George  Bernard  Shaw's 
Heartbreak  House,  Arther  Miller's 
A View  from  the  Bridge,  and  a pre- 
miere of  a lules  Pfeiffer  play. 

Lyric  West's  first  production  at 
Pine  Manor  was  well  received. 
"All  My  Sons  was  powerful,  time- 
ly and  extremely  well  acted," 
reports  PMC  Professor  of  Music 
and  Dance  Mahala  Beams.  "I  am 
thrilled  that  we  have  entered  into 
a collaborative  relationship  with  a 


company  of  such  high  quality. 
Exciting  things  are  happening  on 
campus!" 

Orchestra-in-Residence 

Ellsworth  Hall,  with  its  wonderful 
openness  and  superior  acoustics — 
the  last  row  of  the  theater  is  no  fur- 
ther than  25  feet  from  the  stage — 
attracts  events  and  groups  as  varied 
as  the  Brookline  Foundation's 
spelling  bee,  Hammond  Realty 
Company  concerts.  Mass.  Mental 
Health  consortiums  and  the  New 
Philharmonia  Orchestra  (NPO), 
which  practices  and  performs  there. 


The  New  Philharmonia's  1998- 
1999  season  (its  fourth  on  campus) 
represents  an  ever-growing  fruitful 
relationship  with  the  College.  As 
Pine  Manor's  orchestra-in-resi- 
dence, the  NPO  provides  musi- 
cians to  play  each  year  at 
Commencement.  Last  fall,  a group 
also  serenaded  alumnae  at  their 
annual  holiday  party  in  the 
Founder's  Room.

The  gracious 
ambience  of  the  Founder's  Room 
brought  both  the  prestigious 
Handel  ik  Haydn  Society  and 
Boston  Baroque  orchestras  to  prac- 
tice at  Pine  Manor.  In  this  25th 
anniversary  year  of  the  Boston 
Baroque,  the  group's  1998-1999 
program  "thanks  Pine  Manor 
College  for  providing  us  rehearsal 
spaces  which  arc  beautifully  in 
tune  with  our  mission."

high  schools.  "We  plan  to  contin- 
ue this  practice,"  says  Polly 
Ritchell.  "Both  my  husband  and  I 
have  taught.  We  enjoy  interacting 
with  young  people,  and  we  hope 
we  can  give  something  to  Pine 
Manor  students  and  to  other 
young  people." 


lanice  Graham  '98  interned 
for  the  NPO.  and  was  subse 
quently  hired  as  their  busi- 
ness manager. 


Students,  staff  and  faculty 
are  welcome  to  attend  many 
rehearsals  and  performances. 
Moreover,  the  musical  groups  that 
practice  on  campus  provide  free 
tickets  to  their  concerts,  which 
faculty  and  staff  win  through  a lot- 
tery system.  The  number  of  staff 
and  faculty  entering  the  lotteries 
has  more  than  doubled  m the  past 
year  to  some  45  entrants  during 
the  holiday  season.  "The  lotteries 
are  great,"  reports  Student  Mail 
Room  Supervisor  Ned  Pellegrini, 
who  chooses  New  Philharmonia 
concerts  because  "they're  a good 
orchestra,  and  you  don't  have  to 
worry  about  traffic  or  parking." 

A Wide  Range  of  Activities 

There's  more  on  campus  than 
meets  the  eye — 
more,  too,  than  cul- 
tural groups  among 
Pine  Manor's  busy 
outside  activities. 
"Most  sites  offer  one 
thing  or  another — 
banquet  and  meeting 
rooms  or  camp  and 
athletic  facilities," 
reports  Heather 
Lamhrechts,  PMC's 
Director  of  Special 
Events.  "Pine  Manor 
is  unique  in  that  it 
offers  a wide  array  of  customers  a 
broad  range  of  possibilities — and 
just  minutes  from  Boston." 

Regular  business  customers 
that  return  every  year  for  meet- 
ings, conferences  and  company 
barbecues  include  Bain  ik 
Company,  the  New  England 
Educational  Institute  and  a host 
of  health-care-related  organiza- 
tions (e.g.,  Brigham  Women's 
Hospital,  the  Well  Spouse  Foun- 
dation, the  Boston  Institute  for  the 
Development  of  Infants  and 
Parents,  and  Arbour  Health 
Systems).  Pine  Manor  also  wel- 
comes women-oriented  groups 
like  the  Big  Sister  Association, 
Lifetime  Television,  which  con- 
ducts interviews  with  women,  and 
the  League  of  Women  Voters,  all  of 
which  held  meetings  at  Pine 
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Kenyan  runners  sponsored  by  the  Boston 
Running  Club. 

Manor  during  this  past  academic 
year. 

The  College's  ongoing,  positive 
relations  with  the  town  of 
Brookline  are  demonstrated  hy  the 
many  town  departments  that  used 
campus  facilities  for  meetings  or 
ceremonies  during  this  past  year, 
including  the  police  and  recre- 
ation departments  and  the  public 
schools. 

"Beyond  the  obvious  facilities 
like  Ellsworth  or  the  Founder's 
Room,  we  try  to  make  optimal  use 
of  our  classrooms  too,"  explains 
Lambrechts.  For  example,  a new 
customer.  Advantage  Testing,  uses 
Ellsworth  Hall  classrooms  on 
weekends.  They  tutor  students 
and  conduct  trial  SAT,  GMAT  and 
MCAT  tests  with  them. 

Summer  Is  Busy,  Too 

Warm  weather  brings  a whole  new 
set  of  customers  to  campus. 
Youngsters  come  to  Pine  Manor's 
long-running  co-ed  tennis  camp 
(now  called  "PMC's  Sports 
Camps,"  which  also  offer  week- 
long  sessions  for  basketball  and 
volleyball  for  girls).  There's  also 
the  College's  new  "Leadership 
Adventure  in  Boston"  for  girls, 
and  Harvard's  squash  campers, 
who  room  in  PMC  dorms.  Last 
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summer,  Kenyan  runners  spon- 
sored hy  the  Boston  Running  Club 
trained  at  PMC.  Ecological  groups, 
such  as  Outward  Bound  and  Free 
the  Planet,  as  well  as  Russian  stu- 
dents sprmsored  hy  Community 
Services,  stayed  on  campus,  too. 

Weddings  are  ever  present, 
especially  in  summer  and  fall. 
Early  in  February,  Lambrechts 
reported  that  wedding  bookings 
were  already  up  20  percent  over 
last  year,  "Couples  are  enchanted 
with  the  beauty  of  the  Ferry 
Administration  Building  and  sur- 
rounding campus,"  she  says.  The 
Special  Events  department  can 
arrange  everything  for  couples, 
from  a ceremony  in  the  Founder's 
Room  to  a reception  and  dinner  in 
an  attached  tent.  "We  take  photos 
in  a lovely  spot  outside  or  inside 
the  mansion,  and  they're  always 
spectacular,"  Lambrechts  adds. 

The  summer  of  1999  promises 
to  be  one  of  the  busiest  ever.  Many 
spaces  in  the  residence  halls  were 
hooked  as  of  last  October.  One 
group,  Kodaikanal  Woodstock,  an 
association  of  Americans  who 
studied  in  India,  will  hold  its 
reunion  at  Pine  Manor  in  fuly. 
Catering  Manager  Dan  Gilligan  is 
"looking  forward  to  preparing  a 
special  Indian  banquet  for  them." 

A bonanza  of  outstanding  ath- 
letes will  he  on  campus,  too.  The 
Longwood  Gricket  Gluh  will  host 
the  centennial  celebration  (and 
second  round)  of  the  world-famous 
Davis  Gup,  July  16-18.  This  most 
famed  of  all  tennis  competitions 
returns  to  the  club  where  it  began 
100  years  ago,  and  its  players  will 
practice  on  Pine  Manor  courts. 

"And  if  that's  not  enough 
excitement,"  adds  Lambrechts, 
"come  September,  we  will  be 
involved  with  the  Ryder  Gup." 
One  of  the  most  popular  sporting 
events  in  the  world,  ranking  with 
World  Gup  Soccer,  America's  Gup 
and  the  Olympics,  the  Ryder  Gup 
golf  tournament  will  be  held 
September  21-26  at  neighboring 
Brookline  Gountry  Gluh.  To 
quote  Grounds  Director  John 
Hatch,  "The  whoJe  town  wiJl  be 
hopping  for  that  one!"  ■

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More  Than  Just 
Her  Bread  and  Butter 

Alumna  Balances  Work,  Family  and  Community.

Family  traditions  are  started  in 
millions  of  ways,  but  this  one 
started  as  a matter  of  survival.  In 
191 1,  a woman  named  Nmnie  L.  Baird 
was  widowed  at  a young  age.  With 
eight  small  children  to  support,  she 
began  baking  and  selling  fresh  bread, 
which  her  four  sons  delivered 
throughout  their  neighborhood.  Over 
the  years,  this  one-loaf-at-a-time  busi- 
ness exploded  into  Mrs.  Baird's 
Bakery,  the  nation's  largest  family- 
owned  bakery  company  and  the  lead- 
ing bread  brand  m Texas. 

Three  generations  later,  Janet  Baird 
Quisenberry  '71  lives  by  her  great- 
grandmother's example  through  her 
commitment  to  hard  work,  family  and 
community.  Quisenberry  began  work- 
ing for  the  family  business  during  high 
school  and  college  and  became  a full- 
time employee  upon  college  gradua- 
tion. "I  just  got  hooked  and  have  been 
here  ever  since,"  she  says. 

After  several  years  of  learning  the 
business  and  accepting  increased 
responsibilities,  Quisenberry  became 
the  first  woman  in  company  history 
since  her  great-grandmother  to  man- 
age a bakery  as  General  Manager  of 
the  Dallas  Bakery,  one  of  the  three 
largest  production  plants  with  more 
than  300  employees.  Last  fall,  she  was 
named  Vice  President  of  Corporate 
Communications,  and  she  currently 
supervises  all  corporate  communica- 
tions for  Bimbo  Bakeries  U.S.A., 
which  acquired  Mrs.  Baird's  in  the 
spring  of  1998. 


Quisenberry  says  her  great- 
grandmother was  also  very 
dedicated  to  her  service  work: 
"My  great-grandmother  always 
gave  back  to  her  community 
and  was  especially  supportive  of  chil- 
dren. I've  grown  up  with  a real  sense 
of  community  service." 

To  make  her  contribution, 
Quisenberry  is  active  in  her  own  com- 
munity. She  is  a former  president  of 
the  Junior  League  of  Dallas,  is  an 
alumna  of  Leadership  Dallas  and 
serves  on  the  board  for  the  Volunteer 
Center  of  Dallas  County,  the  Texas 
Business  Hall  of  Fame  Foundation  and

Camp  John  Marc,  a camp  for  special 
needs  children.  She  was  also  co-chair 
of  the  executive  leadership  develop- 
ment committee  of  the  American 
Bakers  Association. 

And,  of  course,  there  is  her  family. 
She  is  very  dedicated  to  her  husband, 
Dick,  and  their  three  children,  ages  13, 
1 7 and  20.  During  their  younger  years, 
Quisenberry  took  time  off  work  until 
her  children  were  old  enough  for 
school.  Now  that  they're  more  inde- 
pendent, she  feels  her  professional  life 
has  a positive  impact  on  her  children. 
"They  enjoy  and  take  pride  m my 
business,"  she  says. 


Despite  her  busy  schedule,  she 
explains,  "I  have  learned  that  I can't 
do  It  all-all  the  time.  1 need  to  keep  a 
clear  focus  on  what's  important  at 
each  stage  of  life."  She  adds,  "I  need  to 
continually  assess  what  I'm  doing  and 
know  what  my  family's  needs  are  at 
each  point." 

Before  she  took  on  the  role  of  pres- 
ident of  the  Junior  League  of  Dallas 
several  years  ago,  she  made  sure  her 
family  understood  the  responsibility, 
as  it  would  demand  so  much  of  her 
time  and  energy.  "Qne  of  the  great 
things  about  tbe  Junior  League  is  its 
ability  to  prepare  women  for  leader- 
ship. It  truly  prepared  me 
for  my  work  experience," 
says  Quisenberry. 

Quisenberry  believes 
her  career,  commitment  to 
family  and  community  ser- 
vice complement  and 
depend  on  one  another.  In 
fact,  at  one  point  when 
Mrs.  Baird's  built  a new 
bakery  in  Fort  Worth, 
Quisenberry  turned  the 
closing  of  the  old  plant  into  a fund- 
raising event  for  the  local  children's 
hospital.  The  bakery  was  on  a major 
highway,  where  wonderful  aromas 
filled  the  air,  luring  people  off  the  road 
to  buy  tbe  fresh  bakery  goods. 
Quisenberry  said  she  felt  great  satis- 
faction in  raising  funds  for  the  hospi- 
tal and  successfully  closing  the  pro- 
duction site. 

"It's  wonderful  to  have  had  these 
opportunities  to  he  involved  m so 
many  different  parts  of  life.  But,  it's 
also  important  to  remember  how 
to  balance  it  all  productively,"  she 
concludes.  ■

Flashback:  1960s 

Alice  Red  Calvin  '62 

clearly  remembers  the 
days  at  Pine  Manor 
when  her  housemother 
required  written  docu- 
mentation of  exactly 
where  she  would  be 
spending  ber  weekend. 
Since  students  often 
visited  the  men's  col- 
leges, housemothers  were  flooded 
with  letters  from  young  men,  detail- 
ing accommodations  for  PMC  women. 
While  on  campus,  curfews  were  strict- 
ly enforced.  "We  didn't  mind  the  rules 
because  we  didn't  know  any  other 
way,"  recalls  Calvin. 

Calvin  said  she  worked  hard  in 
class,  but  her  social  life  was  more 
important.  "In  those  days,  the  career 
aspect  was  not  a focus  for  women.  My

options  were  extremely  limited,"  says 
Calvin,  now  a 14-year  veteran  of  the 
insurance  business. 

After  earning  an  associate's  degree 
from  PMC,  Calvin  continued  at  the 
University  of  Texas,  where  she 
received  a B.A.  in  English.  Upon  grad- 
uation, she  worked  as  a secretary,  then 
a teacher,  and  eventually  she  managed 
her  own  insurance  agency.

For  Calvin,  one  of  Pine  Manor's 
mam  strengths  is  the  all-women's 
atmosphere,  which  she  says  helped 
her  become  more  confident  in  class 
and  m her  studies.  "I  just  don't  think 
you  can  duplicate  this,"  she  asserts. 


Back  to  the  Future:  1999 

Gorkem  Kantar  '02, 

who  is  from  Istanbul, 

Turkey,  has  seen 
women's  roles  evolv- 
ing in  her  home  coun- 
try as  well  as  in  the 
US.  "Women  in 
Turkey  have  always 
been  in  secondary 
positions  to  men,"  she 
explains.  "But  there  has  been  great 
progress,  especially  recently,"  she 
says.  "A  woman  is  now  president  in 
Turkey  for  the  first  time."

The  continuing  expansion  of 
women's  roles  in  the  workplace 
and  m society  is  reflected  in  the 
experience  of  Pine  Manor  students 
and  faculty.  But  within  this  evolution- 
ary change,  alumnae  and  current  stu- 
dents share  a common  bond.  Students 
past  and  present  say  Pine  Manor 
College  helps  women  discover  their 
inner  strength,  confidence  and  perse- 
verance. Throughout  the  College's  88- 
year  history,  a constant  has  been  its 
ability  to  empower  and  nurture  young 
women. 


An  honors  student,  Kantar  is  active 
on  Pine  Manor's  basketball,  softball 
and  volleyball  teams.  She  says  she  is 
learning  valuable  lessons  from  basket- 
ball, her  real  passion.  "Basketball 
teaches  you  about  life,"  she  main- 
tains. "I'm  learning  about  teamwork, 
competition,  responsibility  and  how 
to  win  and  lose,"  she  explains.  She 
believes  the  games  help  her  feel  more 
comfortable  in  pressure  situations  and 
in  being  the  center  of  attention.  "I  am 
more  confident  being  in  front  of  peo- 
ple now,"  adds  Kantar. 

Heather  Kaste  '00  says,  "Pine 
Manor  was  an  experience  I couldn't 
pass  up."  In  her  hometown  of  Ashby, 
Minn.,  (population:  400)  the  expecta- 
tion is  that  everyone  goes  to  a 
local  community  college. 
Initially,  this  was  Kaste's  plan  as 
well,  especially  since  she  wasn't 
excited  by  her  high  school  class- 
es. When  she  met  Athletic 
Director  Bill  Boffi  and 
Admissions  Counselor  Tonya 
Mitchell  at  a college  fair,  she 
decided  to  take  a chance  on  PMC. 

Now  that  Kaste  has  been  at  PMC 
for  two  years,  she  says,  "It's  not  just 
school.  Its  so  diverse  here — I'm  more 
well-rounded  and  open-minded.

I'm  more  focused  academically,  and 
now  I'm  thinking  of  going  to  graduate 
school." 

Kaste  was  recently  inducted  into 
the  Alpha  Chi  national  merit  honor 
society  and  is  captain  of  Pine  Manor's 
basketball  and  volleyball  teams.  She 
also  works  as  a Resident  Assistant, 
overseeing  26  first-year  students.  Next 
fall,  she  will  take  a Semester-at-Sea,  in 
which  she'll  attend  classes  with  600 
other  students  on  a ship  that  visits  12 
countries. 

Perspectives  on  Change 

Professor  of  Biology  Elizabeth  Gardner 
has  taught  at  Pine  Manor  for  over  30 
years  and  worked  with  thousands  of 
students.  "In  the  60s  and  70s,  before 
Pine  Manor  became  a four-year 
school,  most  students  felt  their  goals 
beyond  Pine  Manor  were  restricted," 
she  recalls.  Although  most  students 
were  not  preparing  to  be  CEOs  then, 
Gardner  says  they  were  still  learning 
about  themselves.  "When  they  left  us, 
they  had  a clearer  vision  of  what  they 
could  do.  They  had  more  confidence 
and  self-understanding." 

"I  just  thrived  there,"  recalls  Polly 
Sears  '"^0.  The  professors,  she  says, 
created  a very  supportive  and  intimate 
environment  in  their  classes.  "It  gave 
me  a very  strong  sense  that  women 
were  the  equal  of  men.  You  could 
freely  vocalize,  verbalize  and  contest 
anything." 

When  Sears  graduated  from  Pine 
Manor,  she  went  on  to  Boston 
University,  where  she  earned  a 
Bachelor's  degree.  "If  there  was  one 
thing  I could've  changed,  it  would've 
been  to  stay  at  Pine  Manor  for  the  full 
four  years  of  college." 

Seven  years  later.  Sears'  wish 
became  a reality  for  other  students.  In 
1977,  PMC  expanded  to  a four-year 
curriculum  and  soon  began  awarding 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degrees.  "Students  in 
the  70s  and  80s  became  more  focused 
on  what  they  could  be,"  Gardner 
explains.  "They  could  be  managers 
with  four-year  degrees  and  beyond. 
Anything  was  possible  for  them." 

In  the  80s  and  90s,  Gardner 
explains,  change  was  occurring  in  the 
classroom  as  well:  for  example,  using 
a team  approach,  she  taught  a class

with  Professor  of 
Psychology  Nancy  White 
to  give  a more  complete 
perspective  for  students. 

"The  facts  were  just  as 
thorough  as  before,  but 
there  was  more  relevance 
to  the  real  world.  We 
added  classes  like  psy- 
chopharmacology. 

Women's  Biology  and 
Nutrition,"  says  Gardner. 

Professor  of  French 
Mary  Gegerias,  who  has 
been  teaching  at  PMC 
since  1949,  believes  "one 
of  the  major  differences 

between  stu- 
dents of  today 
and  those  of  the 
past  is  the  cur- 
rent preoccupa- 
tion with  prepa- 
ration for  jobs." 

Strongly 
reflecting  this 
change  is  Kathy 
Tuttle  Shepperly  '83:  in  her  view  there 
was  an  expectation  that  everyone 
would  start  a career  after  graduation. 
"I  took  advantage  of  everything  you 
could  do  at  Pine  Manor.  I did  an 
internship,  studied  in  Europe,  took  a 
class  at  Boston  College  and  was  an 
R.A.  for  two  years." 


Professor  Emeritus  of  Art  History 
Rodman  Henry  helped  her  identify  a 
career  she  would  enjoy.  "I  wasn't  going 
to  do  something  I hated.  I wanted  to 
love  what  I was  doing,"  she  reports. 
Equipped  with  a B.A.  in  Art  History, 
Shepperly  went  to  work  for  Christie's, 
the  internationally  renowned  auction 
house.  In  a highly  competitive  field, 
she  got  her  foot  in  the  door  as  a full- 
time intern,  which  paid  almost  noth- 
ing. Eventually,  she  was  offered  a paid 
position  and  stayed  there  for  1 1 years. 
"If  there's  one  thing  I learned  at  Pine 


Manor,  it  was  if  I wanted  to  do  some- 
thing, I could  do  it." 

Like  Shepperly,  Kate  Bowcock  '99 
places  heavy  emphasis  on  the  praeti- 
cal  experience  that  will  prepare  her  for 
the  work  world  after  graduation.  She 
is  a Resident  Assistant,  works  part- 
time  off-campus  and  as  a counselor  for 
the  leadership  camps  and  weekends 
for  the  Center  for  Inclusive  Leadership 
and  Social  Responsibility.  She  is  also 
Vice  President  of  the  Student 
Government  Association.  Bowcock  is 
not  certain  what  direction  her  eareer 
will  take,  but  she  plans  to  attend  grad- 
uate school  within  the  next  few  years. 

Honors  student  Caty  Audinwood 
'00  is  also  focusing  on  career-oriented 
experience.  She  is  cur- 
rently in  the  Washington 
semester  program  at 
American  University,  in 
which  college  students 
from  across  the  country 
spend  a semester  intern- 
ing in  the  Washington, 
D.C.  area.  She  is  studying 
in  the  program's  journal- 
ism unit  and  spends  much  of  her  time 
visiting  newspapers  and  talking  to 
professional  journalists.  She  also 
works  in  the  Montgomery  County 
Attorney  General's  office. 

Reflecting  changes  in  American 
culture  and  the  role  of  women.  Pine 
Manor  student  interests  and  goals 
have  changed.  But,  as  Professor 
Gegerias  recalls,  "The  students  of 
today  are  very  much  like  the  students 
of  the  past  in  their  dreams,  hopes  and 
wonderful  imaginations."  ■

Since  her  arrival, 
Atsuko  has  been  an  integral  part  of  the 
Pine  Manor  community. 

Atsuko  understands  first-hand  the 
needs  and  fears  of  international  stu- 


dents. To  help  ease  the  transition  for 
newcomers,  she  works  with  PMC 
International  Student  Advisor  Eileen 
MacGregor  to  plan  cultural  activities 
and  the  international  student  orienta- 
tion, which  highlights  key  points  of 
the  American  college  experience. 
After  the  semester  is  in  full  swing, 
Atsuko  continues  to  be  a valuable 
resource.

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President  Nemerowicz  Talks  to 

the  Boston  Globe  About  Teaching  Leadership

Colleges  run  leadership  programs  up  flagpole,  draw  salutes 
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Pine  Manor  College's  Gloria  Nemerowicz  has  become  a convlnciiig  advocate  for  leadership  programs. 


A glance  at  headlines  out  of 
Washington  might  explain 
why  so  many  colleges  are 
rushing  to  boast  that  they  teach 
“leadership.” 

At  least  six  colleges  nationwide 
offer  a major  in  the  subject,  20  oth- 
ers offer  a minor,  and  23  offer  con- 
centrations or  certification  pro- 
grams, according  to  the  nonprofit 
Center  for  Creative  Leadership  in 
North  Carolina. 

“I  would  guess  every  single  col- 
lege and  university  has  something, 
whether  it’s  a three-hour  course  or 
something  run  out  of  the  student 
affairs  office,”  says  Mary 
Schwailz,  who  is  in  charge  of  writ- 
ing an  annual  guide  on  leadership 
programs  for  the  organization. 
“Employers  are  demanding:  ‘Don’t 
send  us  somebody  who  is  just  tech- 
nically proficient,  send  us  some- 
body who  understands  people  and 
relationships.’  It  just  makes 
sense.” 

But  does  it  make  sense  as 
something  to  teach? 

Some  would  say  leaders  are 
born,  not  made.  And  as  with  the 
debate  over  teaching  “character” 
in  elementary  and  secondary- 
schools,  many  critics  question  just 
whose  definition  of  leadership 
schools  are  teaching.  Is  this  just  a 
marketing  gimmick  dreamed  up  by 
colleges  eager  to  carve  out  a niche? 

Pine  Manor  College  in  Brook- 
line is  a good  place  to  ask  these 
questions.  Two  and  a half  years 
ago  the  300-student  college  that 
began  as  a finishing  school  for  pri- 
vate school  girls  revamped  its  mis- 
sion and  began  presenting  itself  as 
a college  focused  on  “leadership.” 

It  did  so  under  the  leadership 
of  then-new  president  Gloria  Ne- 
merowicz. Now  in  her  third  year  at 
the  school,  she  has  become  a con- 
vincing advocate  for  leadership 
programs,  perhaps  because  she 
started  out  as  such  a skeptic. 


“It  is  a marketing  gimmick,” 
she  freely  admits.  But  noting  that 
the  school’s  applications  are  at  a 
record  high,  enrollment  is  up,  and 
the  retention  rates  between  fresh- 
man and  sophomore  year  have 
climbed  from  70  to  96  percent  of 
students,  she  adds,  “We  couldn’t 
have  that  if  it  were  just  a crass 
business  decision.” 

Nemerowicz  first  heard  the  no- 
tion of  teaching  leadership  when 
she  was  a vice  provost  at  Mon- 
mouth College  in  New  Jersey.  She 
had  a common  reaction.  Psycho- 
babble, she  said  dismissively.  “I 
wasn’t  interested  in  producing 
good  little  leaders.” 

Then,  as  she  began  reading 
about  it,  she  understood  that  lead- 
ership is  not  merely  an  innate  skill 
of  the  powerful.  It  involves  making 
decisions,  hstening  to  different 
points  of  view,  and  considering  the 
common  good. 

“If  we  can  teach  critical  think- 
ing, why  can’t  we  teach  common- 
good  thinking?”  she  argues. 

Later,  as  director  of  the  Wom- 
en’s Leadership  Institute  of  Wells 
College  in  Aurora,  N.Y.,  Ne- 
merowicz began  looking  at  college 
catalogs,  which  promised,  “We  pro- 
duce great  leaders,”  but  said  little 
about  how. 

“That’s  been  the  national  as- 
sumption,” she  says.  “Wfiiere  do  we 
get  our  leaders  from?  Elite  institu- 
tions  Well,  that  hasn’t  worked 

in  a long  time.” 

Many  companies,  she  points 
out,  “are  spending  billions  teaching 
50-year-old  men  how  to  listen,  how 
to  think  systematically,  coUabora- 
tively,  how  not  to  get  shook  up 
when  they  don’t  know  all  the  an- 
swers.” 

It  only  makes  sense  that  stu- 
dents begin  learning  those  skills. 

So  how  do  you  teach  what  ar- 
guably are  nebulous  concepts? 

Pine  Manor  has  retained  its  liberal 


arts  curriculum,  but  within  that, 
professors  have  reshaped  the  way 
they  teach  to  include  more  discus- 
sion of  leadership  skills.  These 
skills  are  defined  by  a set  of  values 
including  the  need  for  inclusive 
leadership  and  social  responsibil- 
ity. 

Students  do  portfolios  of  their 
work  that  include  self-analysis  of 
how  a project  came  to  fruition,  de- 
cisions the  student  had  to  make, 
and  who  she  consulted  in  making 
key  decisions. 

Many  schools  will  say  they  al- 
ready teach  how  to  collaborate. 
But,  Nemerowicz  says,  teachers 
don’t  always  point  out  to  students 
that  w'hat  they’re  doing  involves 
good  leadership,  so  students  don’t 
learn  the  value  of  it. 

Pine  Manor  has  no  leadership 
major,  but  Nemerowicz  doesn’t  see 
the  need  for  one.  “It’s  more  impor- 


tant to  have  the  sense  that  this  is 
pervasive.” 

She  remains  a skeptic  about 
the  concept  of  leadership  as  a ge- 
neric commodity,  emphasizing  that 
it  depends  on  how  you  talk  about 
it.  “Some  people  just  take  the  term 
and  run  with  it,”  she  says. 

But  to  emphasize  the  value  of 
teaching  leadership,  she  points  to 
the  Op-Ed  piece  in  the  Globe  re- 
cently by  Charles  K.  “Chad”  Gif- 
ford, in  w'hich  the  BankBoston 
chairman  and  chief  executive  be- 
moaned how  a lack  of  collaborative 
leadership  frustrated  efforts  to 
keep  the  Patriots  in  Massachu- 
setts. 

“What  he  was  saying  w'as  we 
need  collaboration. . . . Yes  we 
need  conflict,  yes  it  can  be  messy, 
but  it  needs  to  be  inclusive.” 
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Four- Year  Leadership  Program 
Begins  in  Fall  1999 


New  students  entering  Pine  Manor  College  this  fall 
will  benefit  from  an  innovative  program  designed 
to  help  them  explore  inclusive  and  socially 
responsible  leadership.  The  Four-Year  Leadership  (4YL) 
Program  provides  students  with  co-curricular  experiences 
that  contribute  to  achieving  the  College's  Learning 
Outcomes — competencies  and  knowledge  m communica- 
tion, cnticial  thinking,  creativity,  responsibility  and  under- 
standing the  contemporary  world  and  its  roots. 


Building  on  the  mentoring  program  that  connected  stu- 
dents to  peer  leaders,  faculty  and  administrators  through 
weekly  small  group  meetings,  and  complementing  the 
Portfolio  Learning  Seminars,  the  4YL  Program  will  he  orga- 
nized around  a special  theme  during  each  of  a student's 
four  years. 

Students  m this  program  graduate  with  knowledge  and 
experience  for  inclusive  and  socially  responsible  leader- 
ship. Participants'  leadership  transcripts  and  their  portfo- 
lios will  document  their  achievements. 


Transition  to  a 
New  Community 

Transition  to  a New  Com- 
munity, the  theme  of  the 
program  for  all  first-year 
students,  assists  students  in 
becoming  part  of  the  Pine 
Manor  College  community. 
At  a pre-orientation  over- 
night program,  students  par- 
ticipate m interactive  work- 
shops and  set  initial  goals 
for  their  educational  path. 
During  weekly  meetings, 
students  explore  the  topics

She  experiences  how  it  feels 
to  collaborate  with  others — 
envisioning  and  creating 
change  m a community.

She  learns  to 
communicate  her  values 
and  passions,  to  share  skills, 
to  take  risks.

Coaching, 
Mentoring  and 
Building  Networks 

During  the  junior  year,  a 
student  is  challenged  to 
think  creatively  about  the 
ambiguous  relationships  be- 
tween leader  and  follower  as 
she  practices  mentoring  a 
new  student  through  the  Big 
Sister  program.  The  tradi- 
tion of  a Big  Sister  Program 
dates  hack  many  years  in 
PMC  history,  and  we  hope 
to  revive  some  of  the  activi- 
ties that  were  a part  of  this 
program  many  years  ago. 
Monthly  workshops  will 
focus  on  collaborative  prob- 
lem solving,  feedback,  flexi- 
bility, ambiguity,  creativity, 
mediation  and  negotiation. 
Community  leaders  will 
meet  with  students  to  dis- 
cuss Coaching,  Mentoring 
and  Building  Networks. 


Reflection  and 
Readiness 

How  can  a student  translate

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The  Fund  for  Affordable  Education 
Receives  $500,000  Gift

Pine  Manor  College's  Fund  for 
Affordable  Education  has 
received  a gift  of  $500,000  from 
Trustee  Emerita  Barbara  "Babs"  Gray 
Koch  '50.  Established  in  lanuary  1998, 
the  Eund  was  created  in  response  to  a 
critical  challenge  in  higher  education 
today:  how  to  assure  that  quality 
women's  education  is  available  and 
affordable.  To  support  PMC's  recent  34 
percent  reduction  in  tuition,  the  Fund's 
goal  is  $12  million  by  2003.  With  the 


addition  of  Babs  Koch's  generous 
$500,000  gift  to  the  bequest  from 
Frances  Crandall  Dyke  '25,  and  gifts 
from  several  other  alumnae,  the  Fund 
currently  totals  $5  million. 

"My  hope  is  that  the  Fund  for 
Affordable  Education  will  invite  more 
people  from  all  walks  of  life  to  experi- 
ence a Pine  Manor  education,"  said 
Babs.  "I  wanted  to  do  something  signif- 
icant for  our  upcoming  50th  Reunion.  I 
felt  that  helping  'jump-start'  the  next 
phase  of  the  Fund  would  he  a wonderful 
way  for  my  husband,  David,  and  me  to 
contribute  to  a very  special  and  unique 
college  that  has  the  potential  to  bring 
so  many  different  kinds  of  people 
together."  She  continued,  "I  truly 
believe  President  Nemerowicz's  view 
for  the  College  is  about  dreams  that  are 
doable — vision  that  can  happen." 

"We  are  very  excited  about  the 
Fund's  first  significant  contribution 
since  the  initial  bequest,"  said 
President  Gloria  Nemerowicz.  "The 
Fund  for  Affordable  Education,  togeth- 


er with  tuition  reduction,  Frances 
Grandall  Dyke's  legacy  and  this  won- 
derful gift  from  Babs  Koch,  represent  a 
hold  and  innovative  chapter  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  College.  As  we  approach  the 
new  millennium,  Babs'  generosity  is 
helping  Pine  Manor  demonstrate  lead- 
ership that  addresses  the  most  vital 
issues  in  women's  education." 

Babs  and  David  Koch  have  long 
been  strong  and  enthusiastic  support- 
ers of  the  College.  Significant  donors  to 


the  Annual  Fund  each  year,  they  also 
pledged  $5  million  to  PMC's  recently 
completed  Investing  m Minds  Capital 
Campaign.  A portion  of  that  gift 
enabled  construction  of  the  Meditation 
Room  in  the  new  Rosemary  Ashhy 
Campus  Center.  The  Meditation  Room 
reflects  Mrs.  Koch's  appreciation  for 
the  College's  continuing  efforts,  "to 
educate  the  whole  person — body,  heart 
and  spirit." 

President  Nemerowicz  added,  "Bahs 
Koch  personifies  PMC's  mission.  Her 
spirit  of  generosity  and  understanding 
is  a model  for  all  of  us." 

"PMC  is  a wonderful  place  to  grow, 
where  the  strong  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration care  about  and  get  to  know 
each  student,"  Babs  said.  "Two  very 
important  aspects  of  my  life  began 
while  I was  a student  at  PMC.

Report  from  the  Co-Chairs  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

PMC:  Meeting  the  Challenge 


As  the  Co-Chairs  of  Pine  Manor 
College's  Board  of  Trustees,  we 
enjoy  a special  privilege  at  a 
most  important  time  in  the  evolution  of 
the  College.  The  challenge  of  helping  to 
guide  Pine  Manor  into  the  new  millen- 
nium is  exciting,  and  we  feel  fortunate 
to  share  m this  opportunity. 

Every  college  and  university  faces  a 
unique  set  of  challenges  as  they 
approach  the  year  2000.  We  are  proud 
that  Pine  Manor  had  the  foresight  to 
identify  the  issues  central  to  the  future 
of  the  College  and  the  wisdom  to  put  m 
place  a set  of  innovative  strategies 
designed  to  address  those  issues,  to 
ensure  that  Pine  Manor  remains  a rele- 
vant and  viable  option  for  liberal  arts 
education  for  women  m tbe  next 
century. 

Building  on  and  grateful  for  the 
strong  foundation  that  Helen  Temple 
Cooke  first  put  in  place,  we  are  moving 
forward  with  new  energy  and  vision. 
Underlying  all  of  our  planning  has  been 
Pine  Manor's  newly  focused  mission 
and  commitment  to  the  principles  of 
inclusive  leadership  and  social  responsi- 
bility. One  of  our  tasks  was  to  re-exam- 


ine what  knowledge  and  skills  a liberal- 
ly educated  woman  will  need  to  excel  in 
her  job,  community,  and  family,  and 
how  best  to  assess  the  results  of  this 
education.  As  a result.  Pine  Manor's 
faculty  spearheaded  a redesign  of  the 
College  curriculum  to  emphasize  a set 
of  learning  outcomes  and  the  creation  of 
individual  student  portfolios  demon- 
strating those  learning  goals  from  expe- 
riences inside  and  outside  of  the  class- 
room. 

Another  important  strategy  involved 
the  reshaping  of  Pine  Manor's  role  as  a 
player  in  its  community — both  to  open 
our  doors  to  allow  greater  access  to  our 
resources  and  to  expand  the  College's 
presence  beyond  the  campus.  We  have 
hegun  to  create  partnerships  with  orga- 
nizations like  the  Brookline  Public 
Schools,  The  Lyric  West  Theatre,  and 
women's  organizations  in  the  Boston 
area,  which  have  brought  more  groups 
onto  campus.  Also,  through  an  institu- 
tional commitment  to  community  ser- 
vice by  students,  faculty  and  staff,  the 
College  continues  to  strengthen  its 
image  as  a key  contributor  to  the  local 
community.

A similar  strategy  has  been  designed 
to  raise  Pine  Manor's  image  nationally. 
Using  the  principles  of  inclusive  leader- 
ship and  social  responsibility,  we  are 
being  more  widely  identified  with  inno- 
vation m education  for  women  and  with 
issues  of  leadership  m education,  both 
nationally  and  internationally.  We  have 
begun  to  realize  more  success;  a series  of 
awards  that  recognize 
outstanding  women 
leaders;  the  College's 
annual  international 
conference  on  New 
Ways  of  Learning  and 
Leading;  our  Leadership 
Weekend  and  camp  pro- 
grams for  adolescent 
girls;  and  a greater  pres- 
ence for  Pine  Manor 
and  President  Gloria 
Nemerowicz  m forums 
where  women's  educa- 
tion and  leadership  are  central. 

More  recently,  the  College  deter- 
mined that  the  results  of  our  planning, 
innovation  and  hard  work  had  to  be 
made  accessible  and  affordable  to  the 
women  who  need  the  Pine  Manor  learn- 
ing environment.  Our  decision  in 
December  1997  to  reduce  tuition  by 
34  percent  ensured  not  only  that  a larger 
and  more  diverse  group  of  women  would 
be  able  to  attend  Pine  Manor  hut  also 
that  the  College  would  take  a leadership 
role  in  addressing  a critical  issue  in  high- 
er education. 

We  have  begun  to  see  the  early  suc- 
cess of  our  strategies.  We've  enjoyed  ris- 
ing enrollment  for  the  last  two  years, 
with  each  of  the  last  two  entering  class- 
es outpacing  the  previous  by  30  percent. 
This  year's  first-year  class  is  the  largest 
since  1992.  The  College's  successful  re- 
accreditation  from  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
(NEASC)  confirmed  the  soundness  of 
our  mission  and  the  faculty's  revision  of 
the  curriculum.  Citations  from  U.S. 
News  World  Report  highlighted  our 
success  in  developing  a more  diverse 
student  body.  These  successes  have  con- 
firmed for  us  that  the  strategies  Pine 
Manor  chose  were  the  right  ones,  and 
our  confidence  in  the  future  of  the 
College  is  strong. 


Still,  to  achieve  our  challenging  goals 
of  nearly  doubling  enrollment  by  the 
2002-03  academic  year,  the  College 
needs  more  resources.  We  are  commit- 
ted to  building  a larger  and  more  broad- 
based  annual  giving  program  and  to 
expanding  the  newly  created  Fund  for 
Affordable  Education,  which  began  with 
the  $4  million  gift  from  alumna  Frances 
Crandall  Dyke.  At  the 
same  time,  we  are  very 
pleased  to  report  that 
the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  taken  a critical  step 
to  ensure  that  our 
strategies  have  adequate 
time  and  money  to  see 
our  goals  reached. 

At  our  December 
Board  meeting,  our 
Finance  Committee  rec- 
ommended and,  with 
careful  consideration, 
the  Board  unanimously  endorsed  a plan 
calling  for  the  sale  of  approximately  five 
acres  of  land  on  the  southwest  side  of 
our  Chestnut  Hill  campus.  The  land 
affected  is  the  current  site  of  the 
College's  tennis  courts  and  the  French 
House.  Our  plans  call  for  relocated  and 
upgraded  tennis  courts  to  be  ready  for 
use  before  any  existing  courts  are 
removed.  We  currently  do  not  plan  to 
replace  the  French  House,  which  is  m a 
state  of  disrepair  and  has  not  been  exten- 
sively utilized  for  several  years. 
Essential  services  for  students  will  not 
be  adversely  affected  by  this  sale,  and 
the  College's  land  and  physical  plant 
remain  capable  of  accommodating  the 
planned  growth  in  the  student  popula- 
tion over  the  next  several  years. 

The  Board's  action  stands  as  valida- 
tion of  Pine  Manor's  strategies  for  suc- 
cess and  of  our  confidence  in  the  plan 
we  have  developed  and  in  the  people 
responsible  for  executing  that  plan.  We 
share  a belief  in  the  need  for  Pine  Manor 
to  he  stronger  than  ever  to  fulfill  our 
educational  mission  for  the  coming  gen- 
eration of  Pine  Manor  women.  We  also 
share  a strong  faith  in  Pine  Manor's  abil- 
ity to  meet  both  the  current  challenges 
and  those  that  await  us.

For  most  people,  photography  and 
writing  have  few  similarities  or 
parallels.  For  Assistant  Professor 
of  Photography  Susan  Butler,  it's 
another  story — literally.  This  spring, 
Butler's  first  novel,  The  Hermit 
Thrush  Sings,  is  scheduled  to  he  puh- 
lished  by  DK  Inc. 

It's  not  every  day  a professional 
photographer  becomes  a published 
writer,  hut,  Butler  says,  "It's  all  about 
telling  a story."  She  believes  writing 
and  photography  are  two  distinct 
forms  of  art,  but  she  also  maintains 
they  come  from  the  same  place  and 
have  the  same  purpose. 

"I  have  always  loved  stories.  On 
Saturday  nights,"  she  explains,  "we 
used  to  turn  out  the  lights  and  cluster 
around  our  father  on  the  couch,  where 
he'd  tell  us  stories.  One  scary.  One 
funny.  My  father  was  a screenwriter, 
so  he  was  good  at  making  up  stories." 

Butler  also  loved  to  write  when  she 
was  a young  girl.  "At  first,  it  was  poet- 
ry. In  high  school,  it  was  short  stories. 
Later,  after  I had  children  of  my  own,  I 
used  photographs  to  tell  stories." 

A children's  fantasy,  Butler's  hook 
is  the  story  of  Leora,  a young, 
orphaned  girl  who  lives  with  her  step- 
family  and  suffers  from  a unique  phys- 
ical attribute — a webbed  hand,  which 
makes  her  feel  like  an  outcast.  She 
soon  discovers,  however,  her  oddly 
formed  hand  has  an  amazing  power — 
It  enables  her  to  draw  pictures  that 
predict  the  future.

Later,  Leora  saves  a hahy  birmba,  a 
mutant  creature  her  people  gravely 
fear.  After  she  narrowly  escapes 
imprisonment  hy  the  villagers  for  this 
bold  act,  she  finds  herself  on  an 
incredible  journey  and  eventually  she 
travels  to  the  outside  world  in  search 
of  her  lost  sister.  All  the  while,  Leora 
is  leaving  her  shy,  timid  self  behind  as 
she  develops  into  a confident  leader 
with  her  newly  discovered  strength 
guiding  the  way. 

Publisher  DK  Ink  says  The 
Hermit  Thrush  Sings  is  "an  intrigu- 
ing fantasy  that  has  as  much  to  say 
about  being  'different'  as  it  does 
about  the  joy  of  belonging." 

Butler  says  that  when  she 
began  writing,  "it  was  as  if  the 
story  of  Leora  and  her  webbed 
hand  was  already  written 
inside  me,  just  waiting  for  me 
to  discover  it." 

At  the  time,  Butler  had 
been  suffering  from  a myste- 
rious assortment  of  neuro- 
logical symptoms,  includ- 
ing an  alarming  weakness 
in  her  left  hand.  "Perhaps, 
unconsciously,  hy  envi- 
sioning a gift  rising  out 
of  Leora's  wehhed  hand, 

I was  trying  to  find  a 
silver  lining  in  my 
own  looming  cloud," 
she  explains. 

"Often,  the  very 
thing  we  think  of  as 
a weakness  enables 
us  to  see  things  hidden 
from  ordinary  sight,"  adds  Butler. 
"This  special  vision  is  what  we  bring 
back  to  the  community  as  our  unique 
contribution  to  the  world." 


"Although  much  of  the  weakness 
m my  left  hand  is  now  gone,  I do  hope 
that  some  of  what  I have  learned  from 
Leora  will  remain,"  she  concludes. 

Butler  worked  on  The  Hermit 
Thrush  Sings  for  several  years,  but 
wrote  much  of  her  first  draft  in  1995 
under  the  Lindsey  Professorship,  an 
award  that  recognizes  outstanding 
academic  performance  and  allows  a 
one-semester  leave  for  writing  and 
research.  Butler  is  currently  working 
on  a second  novel.  ■ 
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Assistant  Professor  of  Humanities 
Kathleen  Aguero's  manuscript, 
Daughter  of  Sycorax,  was  a finalist  in 
the  May  Swenson  Poetry  Contest 
sponsored  by  the  University  of  Utah 
Press,  and  received  second  prize  m the 
Northwoods  Press  poetry  contest.

This  opportunity  is 
the  result  of  Pine  Manor's  newly  estab- 
lished relationship  with  The  Country 
Club,  in  which  PMC  will  provide  limited 
facilities  for  Ryder  Cup  participants 
next  fall. 

With  the  addition  of  the  golf  team. 
Pine  Manor  will  have  seven  varsity 
sports  on  its  roster:  Cross-country,  soc- 
cer, tennis  and  volleyball — all  in  the  fall;

Till  finished  her  fourth  year  as  a part 

1 of  the  Gator  haskethall  team  and  has 
shown  great  leadership  on  and  off  the 
court.  With  |ill  out  on  the  floor,  there 
was  always  excitement,  especially 
when  she  shot  a three-pointer.  The 
fans  jump  up  in  their  seats  and  yell, 
"Hennelly  for  three!"  This  was  her 
trademark,  [ill's  great  shooting  ability 
made  her  a part  of  the  Pine  Manor 
College  1, 000-point  club  in  her  junior 
year. 

Last  fall,  Iill  used  her  basketball  tal- 
ent on  a court  far  away  from  PMC.  She 
studied  abroad  m London,  and  to  keep 
her  skills  fresh,  she  played  on  her  own 
at  a local  church.  This  helped  ease  her 
transition  last  [antiary  when  she 
returned  to  Pine  Manor  to  play  the  16 
remaining  games  of  the  season. 
Although  she  wasn't  with  her  Pine 
Manor  teammates  m London,  her  ded- 
ication and  work  there  really  paid  off. 
In  her  first  game  back  at  PMC  against 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  she 
scored  14  points  and  had  four  assists. 
That  was  the  only  game  she  did  not 
start  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  With 
low  numbers,  due  to  illness  and  injury, 
Jill  immediately  had  to  fill  a starting 
role,  and  she  did  so  with  ease. 

Jill  ended  the  season  scoring  274 
points  (17  per  game)  and  hit  79  three- 
pointers  (4.94  per  game).  She  also  aver- 
aged 4 rebounds,  2.4  assists  and 

2 steals  per  game. 

Since  Jill  will  be  graduating  this 
May,  her  college  basketball  career  has 
come  to  an  end.  During  her  four  years 
as  a Gator  team  member,  she  finished 
with  1,295  points,  which  ranks  her 
fifth  highest  among  the  leading  scorers 
m Pine  Manor  history.  She  had  284 
three-pointers,  401  rebounds,  339 
assists  and  192  steals.

Letter  from  the  Alumnae  Board 
Vice  President,  Liz  Cary 

As  soon  as  1 mention  to  people  that  1 attended  a women's  college,  almost 
always  I am  asked  any  number  of  questions:  "How  could  you  go  to  a 
women's  college?"  or,  "Oh  my  gosh — you  went  to  a finishing  school? 
You  must  not  have  had  any  fun!  How  did  you  meet  men?  Were  all  the 
women  snobs?" 

My  answers  vary  depending  on  the  conversation,  but  t always  fit  into  my 
response,  "How  could  I not  have  gone  to  a women's  college?" 

A women's  college  is  a place  where  women  learn  to  he  leaders.  At  Pine 
Manor,  I learned  how  to  he  my  own  woman.  I learned  to  speak  for  myself  and 
form  opinions.  Studies  have  shown  that  women  who  attend  women's  col- 
leges have  higher  self-esteem  than  their  counterparts  in  co-ed  institutions. 
Would  I have  learned  all  this  at  a co-educational  college?  Many  co-educa- 
tional  college  graduates  argue  that  1 would  have,  but  I don't  think  so.  The 
supportive  environment  of  a women's  college  cannot  he  duplicated  and  the 
bonding  that  takes  place  cannot  he  transposed.  Graduates  of  women's  col- 
leges report  greater  satisfaction  with  their  college  experience  than  their  co- 
educational counterparts  in  almost  all  measures — academically,  developmen- 
tally  and  personally.' 

Women  who  graduate  from  single-sex  institutions  are  especially  capable  of 
success  because  they've  acquired  confidence  in  themselves  and  in  their  abil- 
ities. The  single-sex  environment  allows  them  to  focus  on  education  with- 
out being  intimidated  by  social  pressures. 

Look  at  the  successful  women  m the  world — many  have  attended  women's 
institutions.  Madeline  Albright  (Wellesley),  Geraldine  Ferraro  (Marymount), 
fackie  Kennedy  Onassis  (Vassar),  Wallis  Annenberg  (Pine  Manor),  Barbara 
Bush  (Smith),  Julia  Child  (Smith).  Also,  Rachel  Henderlite,  the  first  woman 
ordained  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (Agnes  Scott);  Frances  Perkins, 
the  first  woman  appointed  to  a presidential  cabinet  post  (Mount  Holyoke); 
Ann  Uccello,  the  first  woman  mayor  of  a capital  city — Hartford  (College  of 
St.  Joseph);  and  Sarah  Porter  BehmJer,  the  first  woman  executive  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Stock  Exchange  (Sweet  Briar).'  Obviously,  graduates  of 
women's  colleges  are  not  aJiout  dinner  parties,  Lily  Pulitzer  dresses  or  being 
a trophy  wife. 

Graduates  of  women's  colleges  tend  to  be  more  involved  m philanthropic 
activities  after  college.'  As  Pine  Manor  alumnae,  we  need  to  show  leadership 
where  it  is  needed  most — the  financial  support  of  women's  institutions. 
There  are  only  79  women's  colleges  m the  United  States.  By  supporting  Pine 
Manor,  we  ensure  it  remains  one  of  these.  The  Annual  Fund  is  a viable 
source  of  unrestricted  support  for  the  College.  Annual  Fund  gifts  bridge  the 
gap  between  the  College's  income  (tuition  and  grants)  and  the  actual  cost  of 
a Pine  Manor  education.  Annual  Fund  contributions  provide  professors' 
salaries,  modern  computer  equipment,  books  for  the  Annenberg  Library,  cam- 
pus utilities,  as  well  as  critically  needed  student  financial  aid. 

I hope  you  will  join  me  in  supporting  Pine  Manor  College — the  place  that  not 
only  gave  over  10,000  women  an  excellent  education,  but  also  the  college 
that  encourages  its  students  past  and  present  to  realize  their  potential.  It  is 
now  time  for  us  to  give  back.
